It’s not the kind of thing 
you’d expect for Roselle. 
Residents stepping into the 
recently-occupied r e rn o d e led 
first-floor municipal offices in 
the village hall might find the 
sharp efficient lines, translucent 
glass partitions, recessed ceil­ 
ing lights and comfy spacious­ 
ness more in character with a 
modern Loop office building. 
The gleaming inside is in 
striking contrast to the dull red 
brick exterior of the 42-year- 
old former school house that has 
been undergoing almost contin­ 
ual 
metamorphosis since the 
village bought it in 1962. 
Village Clerk Mrs. Mildred 
Winkler and the assistant clerks 
are settling down in surround­ 
ings which are luxurious com­ 


pared to the cramped quarters 
they occupied in the basement 
for six months while the first- 
floor remodeling was going on. 
IT’S NOT quite complete. Ro­ 
selle 
Architect 
Albert 
Eich- 
steadt has yet to plan some of 
the furnishings for the mayor’s 
office and select some large 
“architectural plants'’ to spruce 
up the lobby. 
Upstairs, 
in the meantime, 
workmen are putting the finish­ 
ing touches on courtroom re­ 
modeling which has included 
blocking up the windows and in-! 
stalling acoustical wall paneling 
and new lighting. 
And further up, they are con­ 
structing the trusswork to sup­ 
port 
a 
mansard-style 
over­ 
hanging roof that will bring the 
building’s exterior look up to 


date with the latest style. 
Village hall remodeling start­ 
ed almost as soon as the village 
purchased for b u i l d i n g for 
$38,000 in June, 1962. 
BUILT AROUND 1925, it was 
formerly the Trinity Lutheran 
School. 
Remodeling has proceeded in 
♦hree stages at a cost of more 
than $100,000. 
Before village offices were 
moved into the hall in Novem­ 
ber. 1962, about $7,000 was spent 
on 
minor 
repairs, 
painting, 
heating and a sidewalk. 
The first big stage was done 
in 1964 and cost about $20,000. 
It included a new police quar­ 
ters and front entrance. 
About $21,000 was spent on the 
second stage in the fall of 1965. 
That covered conversion of the 
first floor into offices and the 
second floor into a meeting and 
court room and installation of 
toilets. 
THIRD

remodeling

summer.

$63,041 it includes completion of 
work on first floor offices, the

courtroom,

installation of the new roof and mg 
an air conditioning system. 


Roselle Village Pres. William 
Florence is particularly proud 
of the fact that the entire five- 
year project has been done on a 
pay-as-you-go 
basis 
witho u t 
borrowing. 


Plans were frequently revised 
and items postponed as costs 
rose. But though progress has 
been gradual, the village has 
gotten 
its hall without bond 
issues or interest payments.

ROAD 
commissioner’s 
responsibility

handling 
drainage problems has recently 
been extended by a liberal in­ 
terpretation of a fund for con­ 
struction and repair of bridges 
at joint expense of township and 
county.

now are using money from that 
fund—matched by the county 
highway department—to solve 
some minor drainage problems.

“Don’t get me wrong. I’m not 
saying there’s any misappro­ 
priation of money, or anything 
like that. 
“I’m just saying that with 
the admittedly limited budget 
he has had, he hasn’t used it 
to the best advantage.” 
PETRIK CLAIMS that more 
should be done for the “blue- 
collar neighborhoods.” 
He says, “I was a blue-collar 
man for a long time, and I be­ 
lieve the blue-collar men in this 
county are being slighted” when 
it comes to roads. 
He cites his own neighborhood 
—not as a working man’s neigh­ 
borhood, but as an example of 
poor roads. He lives in North 
Elmhurst. 
“We have no streets to speak 
of, no street lights, no garbage 
pickup. Now, I’ll admit this is 
the fault of the city, but I’m 
telling you so you’ll know I have 
first-hand knowledge of how 
bad a bad road can be. 
“When we get police protec­ 
tion, it’s at the policeman’s own 
risk.” 
HE CLAIMS HIS opponent 
doesn’t take care of “blue-col­ 
lar neighborhoods,” but does 
take care of more wealthy un­ 
incorporated areas. 
“He should do what’s best for 
the majority of people instead 
of playing favorites with a se­ 
lect few.” 
He believes one way a high­ 
way 
commissioner’s 
budget 
could be used to better advan­ 
tage would be to spend it more 
carefully with methods more 
time- and labor-saving. 
One of these methods he be­ 
lieves would be a dragging sys­ 
tem, to be used only when sand, 
gravel and oil funds are com­ 
pletely depleted. 
With that system, according 
to Petrik, “you take a bumpy 
street with holes, and put the 
bumps in the holes. ” 
This should be done, not nec­ 
essarily with a grader but with 
dragging equipment attached to 
the back of trucks. 
HE FEELS dragging is much 
less expensive, but more dur­ 
able, and “can’t figure why 
they didn’t hit on this system 
a long time ago.” 
Finally, Petrik is perturbed 
because his opponent allegedly 
does not take up offers of help 
from homeowners. 
“If he’s that short of money, 
why not?” 
Petrik says he knows person­ 
ally of homeowners so anxious 
to get their roads fixed they 
gladly would have helped 
“After all, a highway com 
missioner should utilize every 
avenue open to him.” 


Selcke Takes 
It in Stride 
Addison Township 
The road of township road commissioner is not all smooth 
traveling. It is interspersed with detours and bypasses. 
Howard Selcke of Addison, longtime road commissioner of 
Addison Township, takes these in stride with an undaunted 
attitude. 
This attitude" may be responsible for his election success. He 
has served the township since 
1960. 
The road commissioner’s job 
may appear to be a soft elected 
office. Most persons may derive 
this misconception, said Selcke, 
from a look at the road budget 
which is sizable. 
SELCKE emphasized that the 
township budget for roads is 
misleading because it does not 
specify that 60 per cent of 
these monies go to the villages 
within the township for their 
road maintenance and only 40 
per cent to the township. 
It was estimated that personal 
and real assessed valuation of 
Addison Township is about $240 
million. Of each $100 valuation, 
8 cents goes to the road fund, 
explained Selcke. 
“Ridiculous,” said Selcke to 
the proposal for abolishing the 
township road commissioner’s 
office 
and 
incorporating 
the 
function with the county. 
“It’s easy to talk, about it, 
but would take many years to 
enact legislation to change this 
system which has been in ef­ 
fect for 60 years,” he explained. 
The road commissioner must 
be willing to fight for what he 
feels is important. Selcke was 
instrumental in getting a special 
tax levy at the 1963 annual 
Addison Township meeting. 
The levy was designated for 
the construction of a township 
garage and purchase of new 
road building equipment. Selcke 
presented a convincing program 
of slides depicting the run-down 
antiquated condition of the rent­ 
ed building used for highway 
equipment. 


OPPOSITION to the proposal 


Selcke’s request for a $3.50 tax 
levy per $10,000 assessed valua­ 
tion was approved. 
The result was the construc­ 
tion of the garage on Potter 
Road east of the highlines in 
Wood Dale for $37,979. It was 
completed in December, 1965. 
Previously the leased garage 
was near the intersection of 
Rte. 53 and Lake St. 
At the annual township meet­ 
ing two years ago, Selcke an­ 
nounced that the roads were 
the worst in seven years. He 
blamed the exploding popula­ 
tion and a budget that was not 
meeting the need. 
“It was adequate when the 
township was mostly rural, but 
the growing increase of traffic 
wears out the roads,” he said. 
“Code calls for eight inches 
of compacted base and proper 
drainage on township roads. 
Only IO to 12 per cent of all 
of them come up to this,” he 
said in 1965 and repeated this 
year. 
A road commissioner’s job in­ 
cludes engineering, layouts, re­ 
pair and maintenance super­ 
vision and inspections. 
Asked why he did not use a 
dragger on the roads, Selcke 
replied that it was obsolete and 
did not perform as efficient a 
job as did a grader which the 
township owns. 
The largest project facing the 
commissioner at present is the 
extension of Fullerton Ave. to 
Highway 83 and straightening 
Salt Creek. A bridge is pro­ 
posed to be built over the 
creek.

THERE ARE ENOUGH “WEEKS” celebrated in this country 
that anyone could be forgiven for not knowing when he's 
supposed to be honoring the pickle, or sLeamfitters. or molasses, 
or the man who builds his home. 
There are just too many to celebrate, and sometimes ifs too 
bad, because some of the worthy ones can go without notice. 
Going without notice lately-expiring yesterday to be precise 
—was “National Wildlife Week.” 
Promoted chiefly by the National Wildlife Federation, the 
week’s intent was more than to get you to feed the birds, or 
think nice thoughts about the furry little creatures bounding in 
the wilds. 
The message was a little more serious and a little more 
profound than that, though a message that doesn’t get 
through to very many people. 
The week’s promoters borrowed from the folk song for the 
theme: “This Is Your Land.” 
And it is, really, millions of acres of it, all the land that’s 
held in some way by local, by state and by the federal 
government. 
Ifs the land of every man who ever chipped in a nickel for 
taxes, and for those who haven’t, because no government can 
claim a tree, a rain drop or a fish for its own, not in this 
country anyway. 
They may regulate the lands to the point of madness for 
some who want to use them, and you might never be able to 
walk into Grand Teton National Park, stake out an acre, and 
proclaim “This land is mine!” but it surely is yours. 
And—here is the rub—not just yours, but his and hers 
and theirs, the guy who wants nothing more than to vanish 
amid the trees for solitary meandering, and the guy who 
wants to bull across a placid reservoir with two 50-horsepower 
engines threatening to send his boat into flight. 
That’s where you start getting to the real meaning of 
National Wildlife Week, because as surely as everyone owns the 
land, everyone is responsible for it, and for the creatures on it, 
over it, and in it. 
Everyone includes every man who ever threw a beer can 
from the window of a moving car, or let his lunch wrrappings 
float away from his boat, or shot an eagle, or took too many 
pike from the water. 
Just as our industries have not yet learned to stop their 
ancient practice of poisoning the rivers and lakes and polluting 
the air, ive—not enough of us anyway—have not yet learned to 
stop defiling all that we use in the wild. 
And daily it grows more tragic, though perhaps no 
easier to comprehend. 
The Illinois Department of Conservation, in paying its 
respects to National Wildlife Week, pointed out the peril here: 
even now in this populous state there is not enough land for 
future generations, and not enough money to buy it. 
If it is that serious today, what of tomorrow? 
Every man has a part in it, surely, be it so practical as 
lending money and support to the legislators and the federations 
who can control the broad trend, or so simple as respecting the 
grass another man may want to walk on.

ton Road establishment. 
Morgan has been concerned 
with tennis in the area for some 
time. 
In an effort to build up high

gives 
honorary memberships to any 
high school student within 25 
miles of the Club. The boys are 
allowed to play on Saturday and 
Sunday evenings at the lowest 
possible rates. Sunday is also 
the night that the Gub plays 
host to several of the area ten­ 
nis teams that come out in a 
group to work out. 
In the future, Morgan hopes 
to be able to develop a high 
school tournament on Saturday 
nights for the top one or two 
men from each area school. 


THE P R E S E N T building 
looks most 
untennislike. 
The 
corrugated steel warehouse af­ 
fair is, however, perfectly func­ 
tional. It houses four grasstex 
courts under the roof that is 
supported by massive, naked 
steel beams. The only pretense 
of luxury' is in the Racket Room 
where members can cool 
off 
before their showers in a nicely 
furnished room complete with 
fireplace. Two picture windows 
overlook the four courts. 
The building is 160 by 200 feet, 
and the back walls are 16 feet 
high but rise to a height of 38 
feet at the apex. The back walls 
are covered with a green cloth 
curtain that insures better visi­ 
bility and prevents some balls 
from bouncing evasively over to 
the other courts. 
The lighting comes from a 
specially designed unit that sus­ 
pends 
fluorescent 
light 
bars 
along 
the sidelines 
of each 
court. 
These 
units 
put 
out 
enough light to illuminate the 
entire court while allowing the 
players complete freedom to 
lob in the center court area. In 
addition, they reduce the possi­ 
bility of losing a ball in the 
lights as would be possible with 
direct incandescent lighting. 


MORGAN AND his financial 
aides considered several expan­ 
sion proposals for their club. 
One of these includes a pool 
and recreation area, while an­ 
other favors the prompt addi­ 
tion of four more courts at a 
cost of $18-20,000 each. 
It has been decided to add 
the pool and bathhouse. The 
construction 
will 
begin 
this 
summer, in the middle of the 
same cornfield. 
Many features of the indoor 
courts make them even more 
desirable for play than 
their 
sister outdoor structures, 
but 
when spring rolls around 
the 
Barrington Club can do nothing 
more than close up until Octo­ 
ber. Last year an experiment 
was performed with summer 
hours but it was a failure. In­ 
door tennis courts, like a school 
building, suffer greatly in that 
they can only pay for them­ 
selves during eight months of 
the year.

group, and they 
are 
granted 
special rates of $5.50 per hour, 
ter combinations have also been 
encouraged.

Unit Expands Reading Course 


Barbara Dougherty— She’s 
Master of Baritone Horn 


Music, according to the dic­ 
tionary, is a rhythmical succes­ 
sion or combination of sounds, 
especially if pleasing to the ear. 
The s o u n d s of music are 
many and varied, and one of 
the lifelong benefits of playing 
in a band or orchestra is being 
able to distinguish the sounds 
of the individual musical instru­ 
ments. 
Mellow is the sound of the 
baritone horn, says Barbara 
Dougherty, 2811 Carclinal Drive, 
Rolling Meadows. 


SHE IS ONE of the baritone 
players in the Rolling Meadows 
Municipal Band, as well as in 
the band at Forest View High 
School where she is a sopho­ 
more student. 
The baritone horn players get 
a lot of solo work in band 
music, according to Director 
George Yingst of the Rolling 
Meadows troupe. 
“Listen to the sounds of the 
baritone horn in ‘Concert Over­ 
ture’ which we will be playing 
during our May 7 concert at 


Prospect High School,” Yingst 
suggests, and offers the tip that 
the 
baritones 
will 
be 
very 
prominent at the beginning of 
the number. 
The concert will be the third 
in the indoor series to raise 
funds for purchase of larger 
band instruments not usually 
privately owned. 
THE BARITONE horn is one 
of the instruments with an un­ 
usual and distinctive sound. 
“I think it’s pretty,” says the 
pretty h i g h school girl who 


plays the instrument that is 
sometimes described as a cross 
between the trombone and tuba 
—bigger and more mellow than 
the first and smaller and higher 
pitched than the latter. 


Horn instruments e v o l v e d 
from the animal horns used 
by early man to alert people 
by their startling sound. 


But it wasn’t until the 18th 
and 19th Centuries that musi­ 
cians invented the wide variety 
of horns used in modern band 
work. 


The baritone horn plays the 
melody that would be sung by 
a baritone in a choir. 


“IT’S THE cello of the band,” 
said Yingst. 


Barbara, who has been play­ 
ing the baritone for three of 
the seven years she has lived 
in Rolling M e a d o w s , doesn’t 
mind solo work. In fact, she 
entered the state music contests 
this spring and won a superior 
rating. 


But even more she enjoys 
playing in a band. “It’s a great 
thing,” she says of the com­ 
munity band, which attracts 
players, both student and adult, 
from many of the northwest 
suburbs. 


“We get to play with more 
experienced musicians and we 
play more difficult music than

shouted by John Sullivan, in­ 
structor of Rolling Meadows 
Park District junior rifle class, 
to a group of 15 young people 
ranging in age from ll to 15. 
They learn two basic things 
in the class 
First, they 
are 
taught the safety precautions 
vital to rifle shooting, then the 
fundamentals of a rifle and how 
to shoot it with some skill. 
Meeting at the police rifle 
and pistol range, the class be­ 
gins when Sullivan hands out 
the rifles. The first group of 
five 
takes 
positions 
on 
the 
range. Usually, each shooter 
will have a coach with a two­ 
fold purpose: to tell the shooter 
what he’s doing wrong, and to 
observe for his own use 
the 
things he’s doing right. 


finished four rounds, the targets 
are pulled into the firing points. 
If the results aren’t good, Sulli­ 
van will ask the student what 
he did wrong. His knowledge ;s 
usually evident by the intelli­ 
gent answer he’s able to give. 
Sulli/an 
usually 
nods 
in 
agreement, and says, “Try to 
remember that the next time 
you shoot.” 
BIT STI DENTS don’t always 
know what they did wrong. As 
one 
boy 
answered Thursday 
night, "I’m not sure. I know it’s 
not the gun because it happens 
with every gun.” 
After the group has examined 
the targets, someone must “po­ 
lice” the range. This means 
collecting all the shells and 
bullets that might be left. Then 
the next group comes in to take 
its chance at the target. 
Sullivan said that the main 


purpose of the class is safety. 
Everyone should learn the dan­ 
gers of weapons and be familiar 
with all the safety precautions 
associated with rifle shooting. 
He said, “You never see a 
rifle pointed anywhere but up- 
range.” 
Sometimes he’ll put the class 
to certain tests by handing 
them rifles with the bolts closed. 
One of the basic safety rules 
of rifle shooting states, “Always 
check to see that the bolt is 
open on the rifle before taking 
it.” So far, the instructor hasn’t I 
“tricked” anyone into taking a 
gun without an open bolt. 
THE CLASS is taught with 
the National Rifle Association’s 
approved method. After teach­ 
ing four classes, Sullivan has 
found this to be the most effec­ 
tive way. Part of the NRA’s 
method is to have each shooter 


accompanied by a coach. 
Of the total 15 students, there 
is one girl. Thirteen-year-old 
Maddeleine Evans can well be 
considered an equal to many of 
the older male students, her in­ 
structor smiled. 
Other members of the class 
present Thursday night are Jef­ 
frey Walter, Joe Dedina, Steven 
Manayac, Mike Evenson, Gary

Oath Misses 
Its Target

That holdover from the McCarthy era. the anti-Communist 
oath 
required 
of 
Illinois 
officials, 
candidates 
and 
public 
employes, may be on its way out. 
An Arizona oath 
requiring 
a similar negatively-worded 
assurance rather than a positive statement of loyalty was 
recently declared unconstitutional by the U. S. 
Supreme Court. 
Any candidate for public office could success­ 
fully challenge a similar oath required in Illi­ 
nois, library attorney R. Marlin Smith told the 
Arlington Heights library board recently. 
“You could probably get the American Civil 
Liberties Union to help finance the case.” Smith 
said Then he added, “Of course, you’d be ruled 
off the ballot until the case was won.” 
That, of course, is the point. A candidate isn’t 
likely to refuse to sign the anti-Communist oath—legal or not— 
if proving his point means losing a chance at the election. 
Similarly, few teachers and other public employes can 
weather the loss iii pay from refusing to sign the anti­ 
communist oath. The Arizona teacher who was the plaintiff 
in the Supreme Court case received no salary at all during 
the years her case w as going through the courts. 
Legislative rather than legal action is a likelier way of 
changing the anti-Communist oath in Illinois. 
A darling of the veterans’ groups and a much-decorated 
military hero, State Rep. Clyde Choate of Anna, has introduced 
two bills (H.B. 384-385) to change the oaths. 
CHOATE PROPOSES substituting an affirmative oath of 
loyalty to the U. S. and Illinois constitution for the present oath 
requiring the teacher or candidate to swear he is not and has no 
tendency to be a Communist. 
Action on the bills may come in the House of Representatives 
soon, since the bills were introduced in the House executive 
committee Fob. 7 and die if action is not taken within 60 days. 
Prognosticators give them a fair chance of success—but 
not without a fight. The chief sponsor of the original oath 
requirements, Sen. Paul Broyles, is not expected to give up— 
if only because, cynics say, they are his major claim to 
fame. 
Choate, a Congressional Medal of Honor winner, co-sponsored 
the Broyles bills. 
He says now, however, that the 
anti­ 
communist 
oath 
caught 
no Communists 
and 
embarrassed 
persons who should have been asked instead to give a positive 
statement of their loyalty. 
Although the Illinois Congress of Parents and Teachers, the 
Illinois Education Association and the League of Women Voters 
of Illinois all support repeal of the presently-required oaths on 
the general grounds that they are negatively-worded and dis­ 
criminatory, Third District state representatives say they have 
received little or no correspondence from northwest suburbanites 
ites regarding the two measures. 
Mrs. Eugenia Chapman (D) of Arlington Heights, who plans 
to support the Choate bills, says she has received just one letter 
favoring the change. 
Rep. David Regner <R) of Mount Prospect says all his 
letter-writers are interested in right now is gun registration—and 
they’re against it. 
Rep. Eugene Schliekman (R) of Arlington Heights also 
has had little word—pro or con—from constitutents regarding 
the new oath requirements. He plans to support the Choate 
bills. 
“While I feel it’s perfectly proper to require an oath, I like 
to see oaths that are positive—that 
stand 
for something,” 
Schliekman said. 
The proposed change is a forward step, the legislator 
asserted. 
THAT IS ALSO the view of the Illinois commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. Though veterans groups have long 
supported oaths like those required under the long-time Broyles 
bills, the VFW commander has come out in favor of Choate's 
new oath proposals. 
Support of veterans’ groups was sought by 
Choate, he said, at a breakfast before the bills were introduced.
